Tactics 
Switch 
By Reds 


WASHINGTON (U PD -U . S. of­ 
ficials today watched what may 
be a new “zig” in the Kremlin's 
zig zag Berlin tactics, 
In Moscow, Soviet Premier Ni­ 
kita S. Khrushchev was quoted 
a.s saying Russia wants Berlin 
negotiations ‘ not only to receive 
concessions but to make conces­ 
sions." 
In Berlin, East German Com­ 
munist party chief Walter ITI- 
brieht 
said 
recent 
U.S.-Soviet 
talks have made possible “ realis­ 
tic negotiation*” for a Berlin set­ 
tlement 
In 
recent 
weeks 
Khrushchev 
seemed to be throwing up one 
road block after another to Ber­ 
lin talks — his 50-megaton bomb, 
his note demanding joint “de­ 
fense’’ talks with Finland, and 
harassment by East Germany of 
U.S. official cars entering East 
Berlin. 
President Kennedy had told So­ 
viet Foreign Minister Andrei Gro­ 
myko here last September that 
the United States would not en­ 
ter Berlm negotiations in an at­ 
mosphere of such threats. 
Now it appears the Soviets are 
once again talking of negotia­ 
tions. But U.S. officials said the>« 
zigs and zags all appeared pari, 
of one overall tactic. 
This was the laminar carrot 
and stick, alternately wending out 
messages of hope and fear. rea­ 
sonableness and threats — ail de­ 
signed to produce a Western re­ 
action for “accommodation” with 
Russia. 
The tactic is particularly aimed 
at neutral and smaller Western 
nations in hopes they will bring 
pressure for Allied negotiations 
with Russia and perhaps conces­ 
sions out cd fear of nuclear war. 
How major a “zig” this is may 
not be told until the United States 
receives a reply from Russia ’n 
protea which U.S. Ambassador 
Llewellyn Thompson filed in Mos­ 
cow last week end against inter­ 
ference with American official 
cars 
entering 
East 
B e r l i n . 
Thompson reiterated that such 
actions are a major obstacle to 
negotiations. 
If 
Russia's answer indicates 
willingness to smooth over the 
East Berlin travel dispute this 
might lead to renewed Moscow 
talks on that question, officials 
said. And those talks might m 
turn set the stage for resumed 
exploratory meetings leading to­ 
ward eventual negotiations for an 
overall Berlin settlement.
